Suc- 
cessful applicants will be notified at 
once to report for medical examina-

NEW COLOR SCHEME FOR 
ALBERTA PLATES 


Alberta’s color combination on the 
motor license plates for the new 
license year which opens April 1 will 
be white numerals on a blue iback- 
ground according to informa.ion re- 
ceived by officials of the Alberta Mo- 
tor Asociation, 

It has ‘been several years since this 
combination has been used in this 
iprovince, 

Part of next year’s supply has al- 
ready been delivered to the provincial 
government, as the order for*plates 
was placed in 1940. The province 
took the precaution of filing an order 
early when it was indicated that man- 
ufacturers might have difficulty in 
obtainng materal for the plates, ow- 
ing to war conditions. 

While there have been suggestions 
from some states that it is intended 
to adopt a permanent plate, it is not 
likely that Alberta wil] take such ac- 
tion, 

British Columbia, it is claimed, 
tried a permanent plate as an exper- 
iment, but decided to revert to the 
system of changing the colors each 
year, 

Officials also (point out that a cer- 
tain number of plates are lost each 
year and these have to be substituted 
now: in any case, 

Another point is ‘that adoption of a 
permanent plate plan might cause 
some confusion in operating the sys- 
tem under which the province re- 
bates 20 per cent of the annual fee if 
the plates are turned in before Jan. 
10 of each year,

|MANY * THOUSANDS OF 
BANKETS NEEDED 
BY BOMBED VICTIMS 


Tihousands of blankets new or as 
“good as new” are urgently needed” 
for bombed out victims in Britain, and 
the people of Canada are asked to 
“spare a ‘blanket” to the Canadian 
Red Cross Society, which has launch. 
ed it’s second big appeal to provid: 
these necessities for raid sufferers, 

In the last campaign the Red Cros: 
collected throughout Canada 138,13" 
blankets and 101,234 ‘quilts, ~- This 
supply has been distributed to bomb 
ing victims, military ‘hospitals, and 
for the benefit of distressed merchiyn’ 
eeamen, 

Many, dxpresstons of gratitude have 
been received by the Canadian Red 
Cross from bombed sufferers in 
Britain, and many have called tha 
contributions of blankets and quilts 4 
“god-send.” 

In such centres as Birmingham, 
Coventry, Plymouth and London 
thousands of Canadian blankets and 
quilts were made available to the 
homeless within a few hours of the 
raids due to the efficient system of 
distribution planned by the Canadian: 
Red Cross overseas organization in 
London, 

According to advices f.om Britain 
the need for more blankets and quilts 
is most urgent. But blankets must 
be woollen and new or as “good as 
new,” 

Those unable to provide blankets or 
quilts may aid the appeal by contri- 
buting $2 for the purchase of a single 
blanket. Donations should be sent ta 
provincial or loca] headquarters, 

Contributors to the appeal are aske 
ed to get in touch with) their pro- 
vincial or local headquarters for di- 
rections as to where the blankets and 
quilts may be sent,

“Going Back’’—2. 

Two weeks ago I tried to show that 
the belief in some sort of mysterious 
process which led to “going back” or 
“running out” of crop varieties was 
ill-founded. So far as wheat and 
barley are concerned, I believe that 
the necessity for renewal of seed is 
due to volunteering, mechanical mix- 
ing and occasional natural crossing. 
The proposal,to discontinue naming 
all generations but the first of regis- 
tered seed of self-fertilized crops is a 
recognition of this principle. So long 
as wheat and barley stocks will pass 
field and seed inspection, it is need- 
less to worry about new seed. 

Hybrid corn seed must be renewed 
each year because it owes its vigour 
to its immediate hybrid ancestry. If 
we were to produce hybrid seed of 
wheat, and we could do so at a cost 
of about $100 per bushel, it would be 
more vigorous and productive than 
the standard varieties, and it would 
“go back” in igetiae Sh generations 
just as hybrid corn does. There is 
nothing mysterious about ‘this, 

Oats may be different. It seems 
likely that false wild oats may in- 
crease to the point where renewal of 
seed is necessary. This might be 
called going back, running out, or 
anything you like. 

Three important imports to Eng- 
land from Scotland are Scotsmen, 
whiskey and seed potatoes. The 
Scotsmen drift in like rust spores, 
whiskey flows in because it is wel- 
comed, and potatoes are brought in 
because English potatoes “go back.” 
This going back is due to the uccumu- 
lation of disease necessitating the 
importation of disease-free seed. But, 
after all, potato tubers are not seed!

| Inflation Or Thrift: 


With the lessons of the past confronting them, it seems almost incred- 
ible that there should exist in Canada people who would have the govern- 
ment of the country adopt a policy of monetary inflation as the “easy” 
way of financing the country’s war effort and of buttressing its internal 
economy. 

The average Canadian of mature years, who is old enough to have been 
a spectator of the evil effects of inflation during the first Great War and 
the post-war depression era, could hardly be expected to subscribe to a 
doctrine which, in practice, brought such bitter rewards to the rank and 
file of the general public in every country which attempted to lift itself 
by its bootstraps in this manner. 

e There might be some excuse for the advocacy of the gospel of “funny | 
money” on the part of the mentally immature, or of those who are two) 
young to realize the disastrous effects of the adoption of a policy which 
history, and very recent history, has demonstrated is invariably followed 
by a day of reckoning, a reckoning which can only take the form of bank- 
ruptcy, such as the world experienced during the years which followed the 
great financial collapse of 1929,

An Object Lesson 

Surely the experiences of Germany during the years which followed) 
the Great War should be an object lesson to the people of this country of 
the disastrous aftermath of an inflationist policy. Indeed, had it not been 
for the ruinous effects of this policy, it is altogether probable that the peo- 
ple of that country would not have heralded Hitler as their saviour and 
placed him in the position of engulfing them in a war which is destined to 
complete the ruin blithely started when the printing presses were allowed 
to run amok. 

Even now the people of the world are being given a demonstration of | 
what inflation means to the common people in the countries so recently sub- 
jugated by the Nazis, where they are being stripped bare of the very nec- | 
essities of existence by the subtle device of forcing them to accept print-| 
ing press money for their commodities under the guise of “paying” for 
them. In these countries prices are soaring to a giddy altitude and this, 
coupled with drastic rationing, is driving them to hunger and rags. | 

It is bad enough for a people to be robbed by their conquerors in this | 
polite form, but at least they cannot help it. How much worse it would be 
for a people wittingly to allow themselves to be robbed by such a vicious | 
device, when they have the power to prevent themselves being tied hand and 
foot in economic chains. 

Fortunate, indeed, are the people of this country that their leaders are| 
men who have steadfastly set their faces against this financial will o’ the 
wisp, men who realize that the safe way is not the easy way, but that in- 
creasing sacrifices now will mean later on a burden that will not be intoler- 
able and will not break the backs of the people and ruin the country.

The Sane Road 

This war has got to be paid for, and there are only three ways of 
doing it—taxation, borrowing, inflation. The first is the soundest, safest 
and sanest. The second is sound and safe and sane, as long as we are 
borrowing from ourselves, which is precisely what we are doing when we 
buy war savings certificates or subscribe to government loans. As long | 
as we are following these two methods we are not preparing a rod for our} 
own backs later. The last is the broad road which leads to destruction. 

The straight and narrow economic way of paying as we go or of bor-| 
rowing from ourselves entails personal sacrifice and necessitates thrift, It| 
means that Canadians must spend less and less on pleasures and save more | 
and more, not only that we may win the war more speedily but so that the 
shock of post-war readjustment may be cushioned, 

The road to security for the future was aptly pointed out recently by 
J. A. McLeod, president of the Bank of Nova Scotia, in his address at the 
Bank's annual meeting, when he said: 

“Tf inflation is to be avoided, there is only one way in which Canadians 
can find the necessary money (to finance the war effort)—that is, by| 
strictly limiting their expenditures and thus increase their rate of savings, 
It is thus a vital part of the war effort on the ‘home front’ that everyone | 
who. can reasonably economize should save more and more. For those 
whose incomes are rising as a result of war-time expansion, a high rate 
of saving is not only the part of patriotism, but also the part of wisdom, for 
in building up a reserve, they will be providing against the day of post- 
war readjustment when their jobs and their incomes will be gravely 
threatened. 

“All of us,” Mr. McLeod continued, “are anxious to avoid any serious 
inflation because it is unjust, inefficient and threatening to the very fabric 
of our society. Under these circumstances, we must willingly accept heavy | 
taxation and, more than that, we must save to the maximum of our! 
ability. It may appear that this is the hard way to finance the war, but | 
because it combines efficiency and Justice in the greatest measure, it ig the | 
best way and the democratic way.”

That would not do in a police-rid- 
den country like Germany. The Nazi 
police rule and achieve their ends by 
torrorism. But so far as _ being 
made to look ridiculous is concerned, 
they do that very well themselves.—

Flying Boats Can Cover Huge Dis- 
tances With Facilities At Hand 
Sir Alan Cobham, addressing the 

Royal Society of Arts in London on 
the subject of refuelling aircraft in 
the air, said that we had now suffici- 
ent data and experience of success- 
ful achievement to show that the 
process was no longer an experiment 
but a practice which could be put 
into everyday use. 

Important trials had led to the 
conclusion that, generally, flight re- 
fuelling could be carried out when- 
ever it was possible to operate air 
transport.

TO MECHANIZE i 
ARMY FOR FIELD 


For every dollar spent in the last 
war on armament and transport Can- 
ada is now spending five dollars. Vic- 
tor Sifton, Miaster-General of the 
Ordance ade some revealing com- 
parisons. Here are a few facts as 
given by Mr. Sifton, 

In 1914-18, an infantry division 
moved on {out at two and half miles 
€@n hour, A division was doing well to 
cover 20 miles a a, 

Today an infar.cry division moves 
ot a minimum sped of ten miles an 
hour. 

A Canadian infantry division in 
1918 had 164 motor vehicles and 4,- 
400 horses, The cot plus upkeep at 
the front for one year was $2,000,- 
000, 

A division today lias no horses or 
wegons but has 3,510 motor vehicles 
of more than 160 diterent types. The 
cost of the vehicles tsed by a modern 
division plus one year’s upkeep is 
$12,000,000, 

In 1914-18 over-all cost of a divis- 
fon varied from 30 to 48 millions a 
year according to severity of fight- 
ing. Todayfs cost oc creating and 
maintaining an infantry division for 
one year is $86000,000, 

To equip and maintain a Canadian 
armored division in the field for one 
year will cost $155,000,000. 

There was no military formation in 
1918 to compare with the modern 
armored division, But the cost of 
maintaining the whole Canadian 
corps in France in full the fiscal year 
1916-17 was $143,000,000 or 12,000,- 
000 less than maintaining an armored 
division. 

One armored division develops 394,- 
237 horse power, as much as the 
electrical power used in the city of 
Toronto.
